DALLAS — At SS, Charles Edward 
Garrett is a senior citizen among drug 
irunates in the Texas prison system. In a 
warehouse of young offenders who have 
never known hope, he is different, and 
not merely for his balding pate and gray 
goatee. 

When he was arrested lost Oct. 12 at liis 
workplace, the maintenance shop of a 
Dallas medical sdiool, he was forced to 
leave a $33,00(ki-ycar mechanic’s job he 
had h^d since 1984. He was a popular 
employee, a seemingly ordinary fellow 
who paid his taxes, drove an aging Ford 
pickup and had a girlfriend he enjoyed 


But he also had a secret: 

In 1968, a time when possessing Cven a 
minuscule amount of almost any illegal 
drug In Texas could bring a life prison 
, term, Garrett, tlicn a heroin addii^ was 
. caught with about 2 gram.s of die powder, 
enough to sate his habit for maybe 36 
hours. His offense — the only crime he 
has been prosecuted for in his life — 
miglil easily have resulted in probation 
under Texas law today. But bade tlicn, as 
a smingout black junkie, he got the max- 
imum sentence from an ull-whitc Dallas 
jury: life. 

He jumped bail, however, and later 
kicked heroin and began life anew. Using 


an lusumcd name, he traveled tlic coun- 
try for years, from job to job, before 
returning to Dallas, For three decades, as 
the public’s attitude toward drug ad^c- 
tion and punishment changed, he Jived 
quietly, a nearly, forgotten fugitive, until 
one day last fall when an informant 
lunied him in. 

Now, despite his lawyers’ efforts to gain 
leniency, Garrett is in prison doing his 
tune, a life sentence imposed under the 
law. and a>dal climate of a bygone era. 
With credit for good behavior he may get 
a parole hearing in a decade. 

“I led a productive life all tlicse years," 
Garrett said recently at the Dallas County 
Jail, before his transfer to a state pertiten- 


tiaiy. “They say the criminal justice sys- 
tem is supposed to rehabilitate a person. 
Well, it seems to me I did that on my 
own." 

As the Dallas County District 
Attorney’s Office secs it, making a ded 
with Gaitctt’s lawyers for a reduced sen- 
tence would have sent "an inappropriate 
message to the public" 

“We don’t want to encourage somebody 
else 10 flee our jurisdiction in on effort to 
benefit themselves," said Michael Comes, 
the office's No. 2 prosecuto r. 

Garrett's lawyers had planned to file a 
court motion lost month that might have 
resulted In a term of community service, 
but said such a motion would not have suc- 


ceeded witliout tlw distria onome^s om- 
currcncc Prosecutors declined to go al^^ 
Comes said Garrett is “stuck with the 
law, the verdict and the sentence as^ji 
was handed down. Being absent for ^0 
years doesn’t change anything," even 
though current law does not alkm su^'a 
sentence. *'• 

“In the 2S years Pve been practicing 
law, this is a unique situation,” sold 
of. Garrett's lawyers, Richard Andersiih. 
He said Garrett eventually could ^fre^

Tlie savogcry of the crime cap- 
tivated and repulsed Americans 
and drew condemnation from 
President Clinton. Candlelight 
vigils were held across the 
nation. 

Gay rights activists urged pas- , 
sage of bias crime legislation in 
Wyoming and other states that 
hove no such lows. A bill thoi 
would have toughened penalties 
in crimes involving hate failed on 
a 30-30 vote in the Wyoming stale 
House in January.

Shepard, who grew up in 
Casper, had traveled the world 
but felt he would be. safer in 
Laramie, site the state’s only 
four-year college.

At a deserted primary school 
near the villages, more than 
1,000 soldiers and 300 health offi- 
cials drafted a plan to kill every 
pig in the area — > Southeast 
Asia’s largest hog-breeding 
region — because they might 
carry the Japanese encephalitis 
virus. 

The virus, which attacks the 
brain, causing high fever, vomit- 
ing and coma, is transmitted from 
pigs to humans by Culex mosqui- 
toes that thrive in swamps and 
open drains.

WASHINGTON - The Idaho congres- 
sional delegation gave mixed reviews to 
legislation that vrould elimlnace user fees 
in the Sawtooth Notionai Recreation 
Area and other notional forests. 

The bill, introduced by Rep. Mary 
Bono, R-Colif., would end the 
Recreational Fee Demonstration 
Program run by the U.S. Forest Service. 

The program, which Congress 
approved and the Forest Service began 
in 1997, 1^ come under fire from critics 
* who coil it a double tax. Opponents say 

people should not have to pay to enjoy 
public land. 

‘ U.S. Sen. Mike Cropo said he would 
support the measure. 

“User fees are simply a tax increase 
under another name,” Crapo sold. “We 
already pay the highest rate of taxes In 
this country that we have ever paid in a 
non-wartime p^od. In addition to a dou- 
ble tax, we ore already supporting the 
forest service through our re^ar bud- 
. get." 

“Another concern is the Congre^ has 
been providing increasing revenues to 
the Forest Service for management, and 
yet internally, the Forest Service has 
been allocating those funds increasingly 
away fiom the SNRA," Crapo said. 

A recent Government Accounting 
Office report, however, shows that die 
. Fozist Sendee budget went fronr$3jbiI- 
. .lionin 1993 to52-B bilUonin 1997 -a 12. 
percent decrease. Funds for the SNRA 
dropped by almost 18 percent in the 
same period. 

A Sp o k esm an for Sen. Larry Craig said 
the senator wants to give the program a 
chance before ending iL 
“Senotor has been supportive of 
the con ce pt of the reoeation fee demon- 
stration p r ogram," Will Han said. “The 
program has had some successes, but it’s 
also had its problems. He has not lud a 
chance to take a dose look (at the House ' 
bill). When and if it comes to the S^te 
side, be will take a close look at 1l" 

Rep. Helen Chenoweeh would likely 
support the meosure, spokesman Chad 
Hj^op said.

Schemchanner, whose property abuts 
the SNRA, blasted' the user fees and 
applauded the legislation. He said he 
oinnot even fix his fence if the problem 
is on the SNRA side, because he would 
be violating the user fee program. 

“We are paying plenty of taxes, it’s 
just that the Forest Service is wasting all 
the money," Schernthonner said. 
“Nobody curbs their spending, they’re 
just like every other government 
agency.” 

But the SNRA no longer charges fees 
for general access. Offidals still are con- 
sidering changes to the program.

County’s Major Crimes Task 
Force, said shortly after the 
shooting he followed footprints 
in fresh snow to a shed behind 
Jerry’s Dairy In Salem where he 
found a small chrome-plated .2S 
caliber gun hidden in a sock 
between hay boles. 

The footprints appeared to 
match the treads on the shoes 
Mata wore when he was arrest- 
ed, Porter said. 

Provo police officer Andre 
Leavitt testified that Mata told 
him he had put a roll of quar- 
ters in his pocket the night of 


the shooting, hoping employees 
would think the quarters, and 
not his gun, triggered the 
metal detector alarm. 
However, metal detectors were 
not used on Mata that Saturday 
night. 

Mata had numerous alterca- 
tions with Pena prior to the 
shooting, Leavitt iestified. The 
encounters were apparently the 
result of ongoing friction 
between a Salt Lake gang and 
the Payson gang to which Mata ' 
allegedly has tics.

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Protesters lose: Bison 
will be trapped, tested

WEST YELLOWSTONE, Mont 
(AP) — The state Livestock 
Deparnnenc, with protesiers and 
their blockade swept aside, is 
condnuing prepamdons to build 
a corral near here to hold bu^alo 
that wander out of Yello%vsfone 
Nadonol Park. 

The corral, near Horse Butte, is 
meant lo trap and'hold the bi$(»t 
while they ore tested for brued- 
losis. Thow that test posidve 
be shipped to slaughter — and 19 
have bem so far this winter. 

Tte bison room out of the park 
in winter to find Sood. Many arc 
infected with brucellosis, which 
causes domesdc cattle to abort 
and causes undulanc fever in 
humans. 

Rob Tierney, in charge of the 
deportment's bison operadons in 
West Yellowstone, said Friday 
that his sews had finished plow* 
ing the trap site and plan to 
begin'constniction early next 
week. That work should take 
only a few days, he said. 

There are numerous bison in 
the Horse Butte and Madison 
Rhrer areas, Ttcmey sdd 
On Thursday, Livestock 
Department officials cleared 


snow and a ISO-foot-long block* 
ode from the road leading to the 
capture site. Gallatin County 
iherlfPs deputies arrested two 
members of the protest group 
Buffalo Field Campaign and 
charged them with attempting 
to thwart removal of the block- 
ade. 

Later, four more members 
were arrested os they were walk- 
ing near four bison in the Horse 
Butte area, spokeswoman Sue 
Nockoncy said. 

Under an interim-bison man- 
agement plo^ Livestock officials 
can haze bison back into the 
park, shoot them or capture and 
test them for brucellosis. 

The Greater Yellowstone 
Coobdon said Friday the accura- 
cy of the field tests is in doubt. 
The group dted tests conducted 
in Iowa that showed 15 of the 
bison killed this winter were not 
infected. 

"The state doesn't want to be 
bothered with lab results, with 
public opinion or with golden 
t^portunides to move away from 
its policy of slaughter,’' Greater 
Yellowstone Coolidon Director 
Mike Clark said.

'Ihat was 
the fifth straight losing season 
for the Buckeyes. 

Ohio State (27-8) never 
trailed, but had to hold on as 
St. John’s — in its first regional 
final since 1991 — got witiiin a 
point in the final minute. The 
Red Stonn was down just 76-74 
with under 10 seconds left 
when Erick Barkley lost control 
and had his only tumover in 37 
minuics of oedon.

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) At 

a time he is seeking to overcome 
the worst scandal in the IOC’s lOS- 
year history, president Juan 
Antonio Samaranch admitted tlint 
he should have stepped down 
after the Barcelona Games in 
1992. 

“I always thought (hot the 
moment to go was after 
Barcelona, once that dream (to 
sec the Olympics held in his 
native city) had been fulfilled,” 
Samaranch said in an intervieiv 
published . Saturday in the 
Barcelona daily La Vanguardia. 

“But there was an important 
stage to go througli, the IOC cen- 
tenary, and that took another four 
years. Then in 1997, 1 wos con- 
vinced that I should continue.” 
Samaranch’s comments come 
ofter he received a vote of confi- 
dence from IOC members to con- 
tinue his mandate as president 
until 2001, and after the unprece- 
dented expulsion Uiis wc^ of six 
members in the Salt Lake City 
bribery sauidal. 

“I always say that It is very diffi- 
cult to reach a position of such 
responsibility as I now have,” said 
the 70-ycar-old Samaranch, who 
has led the IOC since 1980. “Bni 
the most difficult thing is to leave 
at the right time. 1 didn’t do it and 
that was a mistake.” 

He said tlic Salt lake City cor- 
ruption scandal has meant the 
worst moment of his Olympic 
career. 

But Samaranch, who inherited 
an organization facing bankruptcy 
and turned the Olympics into a 
multibillion-dollar industry, 
defended his record and assured 
that he would sec better days for 
the IQC after gaining his mem- 
bers’ confidence. ’ " 

“I feci stronger than some 
months ago, but’my mandate has I 
always bc^ very cahn,” he said. ' 
“This crisis has opened our eyes.

tions,” George Lennon, diraetor of 
the Office of Communicadons of 
the Forest Service In Washington, 
told The Salt Lake Tribune in a 
copyright story. 

'There was no explanation why 
these tasks were being controcted 
out when in roy opinion we had 
the ability and ^ent to do all tl^ 
in-house,” Lennon saicl 
The contract was awarded in 
January by the Forest Service’s 
“Interniountain Region 2002 
Planning Team,” a group of forest 
employees that includes Susan 
Alden-Weingardt, the wife of 
Wasatch-Cache Forest Supervisor 
Bcmie Weingardt. 

Aiden-Weingardt is under 
agency invesdgadon for accepting 
expensive dinners from Hnmc g. 
Lotc at restaurants in VaU, Colo., 
starting two days after the PR 
deal was struck Jan. 4.

PEORIA, Ariz. (AP) — Two new first base- 
man’s gloves sit in Jay Buhner’s locker. They 
haven’t been used — and Buhner intends to 
keep it that way. 

“1 don’t know who ordered them or who 
paid for them,” lie said. "They just kind of 
showed up in tlie mail." 

During the winter, Seattle Mariners man- 
ager Lou Piniella said he expected to start 
Buhner at first base instead of at his usual 
spot in right field because the former All-Star 
had n ligament replaced in his right elbow in 
September. 

Buhner is proving Piniella wrong.

Good news for ranchers: 
Calf market shows health 

TWIN FALLS — For producers 
who retained ownership of their 
light foll-weaned calves, the recent 
strength in calf morkets is good 
news. 

Nationolly, producers will be 
able to num a modest profit over 
the next few months, said Kansas 
State University economist 
Rodney Jones. Futures price pro- 
jections and higher cash market 
forecasts suggest that modest prof- 
its may be made on lote winter and 
early spring sales, be said. 

Jones oIm said in a press release 
(hat December's average loss on 
finished steers in Kansas was $43 
per head, which wos less than 
anticipated.

. NEW YORK — If you refi- 
’ nanccd a home mortgage last 
* year, you may be eligible for a 
nice little tax deduction this 
year, along with any savings on 
interest payTnems. 

Tax breaks also may be awoit- 
: ing tho» struggling vdih college 
; costs, job hunters, corporate 
- climbers, even families who rou- 
tinely chauffeur around the 
‘ local soccer team. 

The federal government 
makes a wide array of tax 
deducu'ons available each year, 
but some get overlooked simply 
because lojtpayers don't know 
they exist or fully understand 
;how they might apply to them. 

; Although the IRS doesn't keep 
; track of these situ of omission, 

■ tax preparers maintain they can 
I add up to a lot of lost money. 

I “This can happen whether 
: people prepare their own taxes 
'or have someone else do it for 
them," said Edward A. Slocc. on 
accountant from Rockville 
Centre, N.Y., who publishes a 
weekly newsletter on tax and 
estate planning. "People forget 
thii^ ... and th^ forget to tcU 
their preparer tilings." 

- And speaking of preparers, 
•the most easily overlooked tax 
^deduction, according to the 
!accounting Hrm Ernst & Young: 
fees for tax preparation services 
and IRS audits. 

To get a better handle on 
potential tax savings, Slott and 
otiier tax experts suggest pulling 
out last year's return and using 
it os a road map for this year. 

“1 want to see carryover. If, 
for example, you owed state- 
taxes lost year, that's an item- 
ized deduction this year,"'Slott 
said. "There's a lot of tax infor- 
mation in lost year's remm that 
can help you this year." 

While you're at it, pull out last 
year’s calendar to hdp Jog your 
memory about changing life sit- 
uations for which you may be 
entitled to lax breaks, experts 
say. Did your household change 
during the year? Was there a 
change in residence or job? 

If you're widowed and 
divorc^ and your son or dau^ 
ter moved back home 1^ year, 
for example, you may be in line 
for the breoiu that come with HI- 
tng as a head of household, 
rather than os a single individ- 
ual. Also, if you helped an aging 
parent's medical expenses, you 
may be entitled to a d^uction if 
you provide more thain half of 
his or her support, the experts 
say. 

Job hunters can deduct the 
cost of a resume, postage and 
travel expenses, while those try- 
ing to improve their job skills 
and move up the corporate lad- 
der can deduct nonreimbursed 
education expenses or items like

Your checking account state- 
ment also may be helpful in 
uncovering overlooked deduc- 
tions. 

"Look where you spent your 
money. Did you have a lot of 
medical expenses? Did you 
write checks to charity? Some of 
these can be deducted," noted 
John Gardner, senior manager 
of the accounting firm KPMG 
Peat Marwick. 

One of the most overlooked 
deductions may involve your 
home mortgage. 


If you refinanced your mort- 
gage more than once to take 
advantage of the ongoing 
decline in inicrese rates, you 
may be entitled to a deduction 
when you prepare your tax 
rciurn this year. 

Here's why: In refinancing the 
first time, you may have paid 
“points" in exchange for a lower 
rale. One point equals 1 percent 
of the loan value. 

The Inicrnal Revenue Service 
requires you to deduct the 
points you paid over the life of 
the refinanced loan rather ihan 
all at once. If you refinanced, 
say, two years ago and paid 
$3,000 in points on a 30-ycar 
loan, you probably have been 
deducting $100 a year for tax 
purposes. But when you refi-. 
nance again, the life of the first 
refinanced loan ends, which 
means you can deduct the 
remaining points in a single 
year. In this case, the remaining 
$2,800. 

"This is something a lot of 
people miss," said Slott, adding 
that some individuals still might 
be able to take advantage. of 
missed opponunilics by amend- 
ing previous years’ rciums. 

Other missed opportunities 
may involve charitable work. 

Garner urges individuals to 
not only keep track of big chari- 
table gifts, but also pocket 
expenses paid while doing good 
work for nonprofit organiza- 
tions. 

“Clearly time is not 
deductible, but mileage is," he 
said. “If you’re a soccer coach 
and you're running the kids 
around town (with your own 
car), that is something that is 
deductible." 

Parking fees, cools, stamps 
and long-distance phoiic calls 
count as well. 

Tax preparers also urge indi- 
viduals to keep track of changes 
in the tax law that can bring 
about savings, like the three 
new tax credits for 1998. This 
year, some taxpayers can get a 
$400 credit for children under 
age 17 and two education credits 
— the Hope and Lifetime 
Learning medits — that provide 
up to $1,S00 and $1,000 respec- 
tively for certain education

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Millions miss out on low-income break 


WASHINGTON (AP) — As 
miiny as 4 million Amcurcons with 
modest incomes may be overlook- 
ing an IRS provision aimed at cut- 
ting or even eliminating their fed- 
cnil income taxes. And the sheer 
complexity of the earned income 
tax credit leads to errors by many 
of those who do try to claim it. 

Simply determining eligibility 
for the credit requires completion, 
of u 12-quesiion chockUst, which 
is then followed by n nine-line 
worksheet and an eight-line form. 
All of this requires constzint refer- 
ence to several pages of Intental 
Revenue Service instructions. 

Tlie IRS, wliich experts 20 md- 
lioti taxpayers to claim the credit 
(his year, frequently finds up to 
40 percent of sucit rcmms.contain 
some error. But the people for 
whom the credit is intend^ tym- 
cully don't have the money to turn 
u tux professional. 

'‘Some of those errors may be 
due to intentionally excessive 
claims, but die complexity of the 
rules ... produces targe numbers 
of mistakes even for people trying 
to get it right,” Yale Law School 
professor Michael Craciz wrote in 
his recent book *TTjc Decline (and 
Fall?) of the Income Tax." 

The earned income tax credit 
was created in 1975. in port to 
keep lowcr-incomc people work- 
ing to contribute payroll taxes to 
Soda] Security and Medicare and 
in part to give people incentives 
to stay off welfare rolls. 

Depending on how many chil- 
dren u taxpayer has, people corn- 
ing generally between $10,030 
and ^0,095 could be eligible this 
yc.ir. The levels change each year 
according to inflauon.. 

Tlic maximum credit is $3,756, 



and it’s refundable — meaning it 
can trigger a refund even for peo- 
ple who don’t owe any income 
taxes. Last year, ERS processed * 
$29 billion in such claims result- 
ing in $23 billion in rounds. Most 
of the rest resulted in a lower tnx 
biU. 

But the Treasury Departmem 
estimates 20 percent of people 
who are eligible never attempt to 
put in a claim. "A lot of people 
donT know about it," said Mildred 
Caner, senior tax analyst at CCH 
Inc, an Dlinois-based consulting 
firm. 

The IRS bos begun a campaign 
to nii» pwpic's awareness of (lie 
credit, including inserts in 
envelopes containing W-2 forms, 
“Eire Days” at community cen- 
ters and volunteers with churches 
and charities who help people 
with taxes in working-class neigh- 
borhoods. 

“They all have the ability to 
touch on this port of the popula- 
tion," said Candice Cromling, 
direaor of the IRS program. 

The IRS is also trying to reduce 
the error rote. Agents screen 
(hotisands of returns claiming the 
credit to check for mistakes as 
simple os an incorrect Social 


Security number or faulty math. 

"For the most part, people 
moke carded errors or they just 
don’t understand the law,"' 
Cromling said. 

But the IRS also reviewed 
290,000 suspect returns in 1998 
that claimed earned income cred- 


its worth $662 million. Of those 
"flagged" returns, the agency 
found 68 percent were involM, 
according to the congressional 
General Accounting Office, 
Congrcs.s’ investigative branch. 

The agency this year is prevent- 
ing anyone who improperly 
claimed the credit from atuunpi- 
ing to do so again, unless they fill 
out a new form explaining why 
they arc cligibla For more serious 
offenders, IRS can bar the oedtt 
for up to 10 years. . 

There are ways to get help: IRR 
offices have its Publication 5S|6, 
which explains the law and eli^- 
bility rules. Agents at many of 
those offices can answer ques- 
tions, or taxpayers can call the 
ogcncy toll-free at 1-800-829-1040.

Circumcision still popular, but medical piofessiori raises doubts

T here were 1,257 boys bom in 
south-ccmral Idaho in 1997, the 
latest year for which scadstics 
ore available.

I am getting 
married again and wonder how 
this will olTcct nty benefits. 

A. If you remarry after you 
reach age 60, you will continue to 
receive bcnofics - on your 
deceased husband’s record. 
However, if your new husband is 
a Social Security bencfidaiy, you 
may want to apply for a wife’s 
^efit on his record if it would 
be larger than your widow's bene- 
fit. You cannot get both. 

Q. 1 understand that same pc<^ 
pie can have their income 
withheld from their Social 
Security benefits. How does this 
woric? 

A. This provision is only for 
those beneficiaries who now 
make quarterly estimated tax 
payments. To have taxes with- 


held. you must complete DRS 
form W-4V (Voluntary 
Withholding Request). You can 
select what percentage of your 
monthly pasnaene amount vou 
want withheld, (either 7, IS. 28. 
or 31 percent). 

Then sign and return the form 
to Social Security. To g« a W-4V 
iRS._»oU-lrce at 1-800-.

“their” choice, and I would not 
mterfere. 

We all. perhaps, feel that it is 
our duty somehow to keep those 
around us from failure. We some- 
times even cheat for our childrM 
• doing their homework or sci- 
we fair projMts, getting them 
out of trouble by any means nec- 
. essary and taking care of the 
problems whenever they get into 
scrapes. 

But w we doing them a favor? 
k!f any lessons 

about life? Will we teach them to 
accept failure os inevitable, but 
not to be too concerned b^usc 
we, in our greater wisdom, will 
be ihOT tosave them? 
Children, end all of us for that 
matter, need to lenm, on their 
own, to pick themselves up and 
stm ovw. The disanwinijnent of 
failure is sometimes a valuable 
tool in Continuing on to success.
